With
n the recollection of some of tie
ssicontse now living in San Pe
ro the island has diminighed ome
\alf or more, and there are living
low these who will see the tides
sweeping over the spot where the
.eceding island now stands, unless
some steps are taken to protect it.
Afew years ago the ocean gide
, ntha west of the island could be
eachied either by way of the inner
.arior or by climbing to the top
f the island, then descending down
Jhe precipitous trail, but now oae
an walk ail around it without ob
aruction, This has been made
‘ble by an arch cut through
:he scid rock. A hole that ap-
oseared to be an enrance to a small
ave in the rock has been rapidly
nlargad by the waves and breaker:
¢hich beat with prodigious force
against the base of the island until
an  arch has been ' formed in the
soltd rock. When the tide is low
>ne can easily pass through it
around the island.

Dean Man’s Island,0o r *“Isla de
.08 ' Muertos,” comprises abdout a
half acre of ground and appears
like a pile of sandy soil in the ocean
when viewed from the mainland,
,ut many islands of far greator di-
iensiong are of- less value to his
ory or to science. Historically il
is identified with the taking of the
wapital of California, ;at that time
he Pueblo de Los Angeles, and sci-
atifically it has a national reputa-
sfon on account of its fossil shells.

when Commodore Stockton landed
ais sailors and marines in 8an Pe
dro in 1846, He came down the
coast to capture Los Angeles. Fro.s
san Pedro his sailors and marines
began their notorious march, and
.he conquest completed, they re-
.urned to their ships in the bay to
.eek new fields of conquest.

Then came Gillespie’s men after
_heir disastroug experience with a
Me.ican revolution. Commodo:
stockton had left Lieutenant Gii-
.espie with a garrison of fifty men
to hold Los Angeles. Gillespie, so
it is said, undertook to fashion th:
seople to the manner and customs
i a New England model. But he
.ad not obtained the consent of the
soverned to the change, and they
.ebelled. Under the command of
‘Jores and Vareles, three hundred
strong, they besieged Gillespie’s
torces and finally compelled him to
wvacuate the city and retreat to
San Pedro, where they went aboard
. merchant vessel and remained in
the harbor. Down from Stockton’s
‘leet came Mervine with 300 sailors
\nd marines bent upon cagpturing
the rebellious Pueblo de Los An
geles. Once again San Pedro be
reld the onward march of an army
f conquest. But San Pedro saw
nother sight, “when the drume
veat at the dead of night.” That
sther sight was the retreat of Mer-
‘ine’'s men. They met the enemy
Wt Dominguez and were defeated
.nd retreated, the wounded bourne
